He Jacks 
refinement, and is deficient in 
many things which make up the 
gentleman, especially one that is 
called, officially, to associate with 
refined and culuvated ladies. 
Notwithstanding his long tenure 
of office as school trustee he is 
sadly ignorant of the real needs of 
the schools, and can point to no 
real progressive or advanced idea 
suggested by him. He iegards 
the schools as his personal proper- 
ty, and never fails to refer to “my 
schools,’ my teachers,” “my jane 
tors;” and such expressions us “If 
yon don’t doas I direct I'll dis- 
miss you,” is of no rare occurrenée, 
He gives little attention to the 
real needs of the school, but is 
over superserviceable in making it 
disagreeable for such teachers as 
fail to “bask to in the sunshine of 
his favor.”

SEAL HUNTING. 


Wholesale Slaughter on the Coast of 
La or. 

The sealing season, writes a corre- 

spondent from St. Johns, New Found- 

land, commences about. the 1st of March, 

and ends about the last of May, 

during which time several of the sealers 


make two voyages, and on rare occasiogs 
three. ‘The owners of all sealing vessels 


furnish all the boats, sealing gear, pow-

der, shot and provisions, in consideration 
of which they are entitled to one-half the 
seals, and the crew or hunters are entitled 
to the other half. The masters of the 
vessels receive a percentage of the own- 
er’s share as a salary. Four different 
kinds of seals are caught on the coasts of 
Labrador and Greenland—the harp, the 
square flipper, the hood, and the native 
seal. The square flipper is the largest, 
and the native is the smallest of the seals 
caught, But the meat of the young na. 
tive seal is used as food, and is relished, ° 
being as pleasant to the taste as any salt- 
water bird. Its length is from three to 
five feet, and itis more easily domesti- 
cated than any other species of the seal, 
It frequents quiet bays on the coast of 
Greenland. hood seal is so named 
from a hood covering over the head, ca- 
pable of being distended and elevated or 
depressed at pleasure. It is the most dif- 
ficult to kill, because it inflates the hood, 
which is so thick that a club or bullet 
will not penetrate it, but if struck in 
the throat it invariably, though reluc- 
tantly, submits, 
The hood seal is most cagerly sought 
after. They have their young early in 
March, and whole families are found on 
the ice and easily kil'ed. The harp seal 
receives its name from a large bdiack, 
crescent-shaped mark on each side of the 
back. It sanges from six to eight, and | 
sometimes nine, feet in length. Seal 
bunting requires great patience and skill. 
One seal scems to be always placed on 
watch where danger is to be apprehended 
from bears and hunters. They climb up 
through the holes in the ice, and will re- 
main for hours, if not disturbed. They 
will scent a hunter ata great distance, 
especially. ifthe hunter isto the wind- 
ward ofthem, and no sooner does the 
scent become perceptible to the seal than 
he dashes off into tae water. The food 
oi the seal is salmon, whitefish, and cod- 
fish. It is believed that the hunters must 
keep up a sharp war-on the seals in the 
vicinity of Newfoundlaid and in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, in order that codfisher- 
men may have larger catchcs. The 
ters believe that the number of seals is 
increasing in the west of Newfoundland, 
and the seal-fishing has become one. of 
vital importance; but this alone would 
not support the cvlony. The seal’s search 
for satintls is so eager that it has been 
known to hunt the neighborhood of the 
salmon-nets for a long time, and to take 
the fish after they have been entrapped. 
Contrary to the opinion of many, the 
fur seal is never found ou this coast, but 
there is considerable difference in the 
species of the common seal, The latter 
is generally found in small herds. Its 
skin and oil are of considerable merean- 
tile importance. The skin is dressed and 
tanned and used as leather. The oil, if 
made before decay has begun, is co!or- 
less and nearly inodorous, and it is much 
superior to whale oil for many purposes. 
The flesh is used for food in Greenland 
and Labrador. By the eagerness of the 
hunter, he generally loses in the hunt ten 
per cent. of those he kills, as he fre- 
quently kills and piles on the ice, at a 
great distance from the vessel, a lot otf 
seals. In such a case, in transporting 
the skins te the vessel they frequently 
become frostbitten, which makes them 
worthless, or they are capsized from the 
ice ina gale. Adter the seal is shot, or 
caught, the skinner removes the fat. An 
expert will remove the fat fiom five 
hundred seals in ten hours, being careful

Castle Garden. 


Castle ea is one of the most benef- 
icent institutions in the world, and owes 
its present uses largely to Dr. Friedrich 
Kapp, now a member of the imperial Ger- 
man reichsrath, but formerly a resident 
of New York. It is under the control of 
nine commissioners of emigration, a 
pointed for the term of six years by t 
governor, and confirmed by the senate of 
the State of New York. Thither let us 
follow a portion of the 6,730 emigrants 
who arrived by seven different steamers 
on May 15, 1882. The name of each, the 
date of his arrival, place of departure, 
number of his fumily (if any), whither 
bound, his business, and other particu- 
lars, are all registered. ‘his record, to- 
gether with that of the cabin ngers, 
is compared with the manifest of each 
captain, which manifest ought to exhibit 
the names of all the persons he had on 
board. It thus becomes a check on the 
greed of some whv have brought more 
passengers than the law permits, or than 
were named in the manifests. 

Not only do the commissioners of emi- 
gration protect their often helpless 
charges against the extortions, robber:

The Seventeen Year Locust, 


This is the “‘seventeen year locust” 
seasou in Virginia. Aceording to the 
Prairie Furmer, considerable alarm is 
felt in some quarters at the announce- 
ment. It is a blessing to the country 
that these voracious fellows are .b 
nature prevented from making a raid all 
over the country the same year. The 
history of this insect is curious and in- 
teresting. The eggs are deposited in 
small slits made by the female in the 
branches of trees. In a short time the 
eggs hatch, and the young larve follow 
down the branches down to the trunk, 
down this to tie roots, along the roots to 
their tips, where they fasten themselves 
by the beak, through which they draw 
subsistaace. They aiso attach themselves 
to other succulent roots, Here they re- 
main for nearly their entire existence of 
almost seventeen years without other 
change than a gradual increase in size. 
They come nearer the surface as the 
riod of transformation approaches. 
hey make cylindrical holes some half 


‘an inch in diameter, which they careful- 
ly cement and varnish, so as to be im- 


rvious to water. In this they remain 
or several days. They finaily issue from 
the ground, crawl up a tree or stump, 
take a rest, cnd cast their skin. They 
come out in the evening, and by the 
morning the perfect insect is ready for 
flight. They seem to prefer the oak to 
other trees, but will take up with many 
others, having rather a liking for the 
apple tree. They usually appear in the 
latter part of Mav, and they disappear in 
about six or seven weeks,—<Sciendijic 
American. 


Facts About Spovls. 


Spools are made in immense numbers. 
One factory turns out over 100,000 gross 
a day, and consumes 2,500 cords of 
birch wood annually, The wood is first 
sawed into sticks four or five feet long 
and from seven-cighths of an inch to 
three inches uare, according to the 
size of the spook to be produced.’ These 
sticks, after being thoroughly seasoned, 
are sawed into short blocks, and the 
blocks are dried in a hot-air kiln. At 
the time they are sawed a hobe is bored 
through them. The spool machine is 
by a boy, who throws out t 
polish themselves by their motion and 
contact in revolving-drumgs. Some of 
the spools are dyed yellow. red or black; 
others are ready for use when ‘they leave 
thedrums. The number of yards of cot- 
ton en a spool is Sottritned by the size 
of the spool. The cotton is never meas- 
ured, but the spool is gauged to contain 
100, 200 or 500 yards, as the case ma 
be. Spool and linen firms always sen 
to their spool-makers patterns giving the 
size and shape of the barrel and of the 
head and bevel, which determine the 
amount of silk or thread which the spoo 
will hold. —Pittsburg Dispatch, 


A Remarkable Nest.
